SUBJECT : Redraft of Section III, TOD Report (Recommendations 
and TOD Development Plan) 


1. The attached redraft reflects the discussion by the TOD Committee 
representatives last Wednesday, 26 June-1968 when we spent several hours 
on this subject. , 


2. In preparing the redraft I have reflected the disagreements o* i 
the DoD Representative to the extent stated. There are likely to be others ome 
not yet specifically identified. It is not likely that we will have any sy 
irreconcilable disagreements with the BoB representative on the general a 
scope of a subsequent TOD. 


3. Please note particularly paragraph D on page III.-6 which relstes 
to the retention of a complete set of TOD data by both DoD and BoB. ‘hig Ve 
is a firm position by both agencies, and the wording of paragraph D. re- Oe : 


- flects an arrangement that probably would satisfy both of them. By frvot- 


note I have called attention to the fact that there is as yet no DCI po~ fees 
sition on this matter, and a DCI view is being sought. Please advise as va 
to whether. or not paragraph D as it now stands will be acceptable to the BCT. 


4, I have asked oe hold off actually sending out the 
attached to DoD and BOB pending your review and reaction. If you are 
willing that this draft should be released, please arrange to notify her eed 
in my absence at the CIP Review Group. 


>. Except with respect to the matter mentioned in para. 3 above, 
this draft does not weaken the DCI position which was reflected in the 
initial draft which you and General Taylor reviewed. Actually, the DCI . 
position is made stronger because Wollenberg's views have caused me to ad 
rewrite some portions to make more explicit and precise what we are seeking. 
This is particularly the cease in a new opening paragraph on p. III.<-2 
entitled "Objectives". Wollenberg wanted to have this paragraph state 
only what was in his (Enthoven's) memo about the objectives of TOD. I t 
have adopted this wording in the three points indented under"WHY." However : 
the "WHAT", "HOW" and "WHY" are my own new and more precise statements of 


what we. need from TOD. 


6. Note also that I propose (p. III.-2, footnote) tof include two

1. The identification and testing of appropriate mea suremen’ + 
and combinations of data for use in the TOD require a substantial 
further analytical effort. 

é. The use of partial statistics, incomplete data a epation::. 
and inadeouately-tested measurements can result in seriously mis- 
leading conclusions about the U.S. intelligence effort. 

3. Valid scnoluntons in many cases can be drawn only after 
specific examination into the individual units and activities (the 
TOD Reporting Entities) owing to their variety in size and function 
and fhevehdranees of the resources. An individual entity may sub- 
stantially distort a situation under study; this possibility shoult¢ 
always be eevioreds 
C. The TOD project should continue to be viewed as a developmental -

_D. Nevertheless, TOD now possesses some useful current capabilities
